"Who at all bapable' of weighing tho 
importance of the subject in nil itn 
present and possible bearings upon tho 
interests of the country can look lU 
that thirtj-mile belt colored red ou 
,tlie map, running down the shore for 
a distance of several hundred miles, 
and, like a groat wall, hemming Col- 
umhia in from tho sea, making John 
Bull tako ii back scat, iia our noigh- 
boui-a As-Qiild express it, — who, we awk, 
can look upon it without inlj anath- 
ematizing tho diplomatic idiots by 
v.'hona Groat Britian was roprosonted 
in tho adjustment of tho boundary be- 
tween British and Russian America? 
It is only according as the real value 
of the territory thus sandwiched comes 
to bo understood that the iuconveu- 
ienee and loss of having the key stow- 
ed uway in tho breoohos pocket of an 
overreaching foreigner is realized. So 
long as tho country shut in by that 
belt was only thought of as an inhos- 
pitable and worthless waste, just so 
long was the diplomatic crime which 
permitted the Russian Bear to place 
its paw upon the key regarded with a 
feeling of ridicule rather than con- 
cern. It is only with the discovery of 
the extensive and rich gold fields of 
Oassiar and the fertile and habitable 
valleys of Peace Eivor and its tribu- 
taries that the full gravity of the error 
forces itself upon the mind. 
If our trade with Cassiar had 
last year begun to feel the 
inconvenience, how much more 
the trade of the present; and how 
much more still that of tho future. It 
is quite true that the Treaty of Wash- 
ington gives us a latch-key; but it is 
already in some measure realized how 
inadequate and unsatisfactory that is 
— how many and great are the incon- 
veniences and disadvantages to which 
our trade must bo subjected under 
any such arrangement. This subject 
ought not to be considered merely in 
tho light of tho present. It is not 
Ciissiar of to-day oidy, important as 
that has become. Well, what ia to bo 
done? "There is no use in crying 
over spilt milk." We cannot blot out 
that red belt on the map. What shall 
bo done towards overcoming, as far as 
may bo, the ill consequences of that 
stupid diplomatic blunder V During 
last session of our Legislature, a reso- 
lution was passed urging the import- 
ance of having the boundary line be- 
tween British C(jlumbia and Alaska 
properly defined and establisiiod ; for as 
yet it only exists on paper, — delined in 
the Treaty and traced on the map in 
red ink. AVhy that resolution has 
borne no fruit we are, of course, 
not now in a position to determine. 
AVucthor it is owing to tlio neglect of 
our Govoriiuient in moving the Do- 
minion Govornment, or to the neglect 
of tliG latter in moving, in turn, tho 
Imperial Government, or whether it is 
to bo accounted for on the principle 
that large bodies are difficult to move, 
remains to bo ascertained. Tho reader 
will understand that in International 
questions (and tho present is strictly 
an International question) tho Im- 
perial Government alone can act. 
All that the Provincial Government 
oandoiu tho matter is to press it upon 
the attention of the Dominiun Gov- 
ernniciiit, they, again, urging it upon 
tho notice of the Imperial Clovf iiment. 
It is, we admit, a somewhat circuitous 
road to the Throne; but it is tho oidy 
constitutional one. Instead of being 
discouraged and indisposed to act in 
consequenco of scemin;^ I'ailtiro of 
jiast ell'ort, tho ]>(.'opl(' ouijht nithor to 
consider that a reason for ,al! the 
more energj' now. Having spoken 
onco without apparently having made 
thouiHelv'js beard, it is all tho more 
necessary tliat they should speak 
louder now. This question of bound- 
ary really lies at the foundation of 
ameliorative measures. The Stickoen 
is, and will very likely continue to be, 
the principal channel of communica- 
tion. If another can l)o found so 
much tho better; but for tho jjresent 
wo must bo content to deal with the 
Stickeen. Tlio inland margin of tho 
red belt haa never boendetiued. No- 
body can tell definitely where it crosses 
the river. The Americans, of course, put 
it iv.i far up as possible and conteml 
that it crosses at a ijoint houio iifly 
miles from tho moutli ; and they suc- 
ceeded in inducing tho Hudson Bay 
Company to remove their trading post 
higher up on that really false pretence. 
We have spoken of the thirty-mile 
belt; but in reality that is a populai- 
delunion,as will apfioar i)resently. And 
this brings us to a most important 
part of the subject. The territory now 
known as Alaska was coded to tho 
United States in 1867, and in tho ar- 
ticle of cession the following passage 
occurs: 

"Tliooftstoru limit is tho lino of domnr- 
ofttioii between thoBritish jiogsoaHions in 
North Ainenc;'. us oHtiililihhod liy tho con 
ventioii between ilusMia and (Jro.it Bri- 
tain of February 25th, 182Q,aud described 
in articles III and IV of said oouvontiun 
in tho following torais: Cominoneing 
from ilio sontliorniost jxiint of tlio Is- 
land ciUh;d the I'riiiee of Wales Island, 
whiuii point lioa in tho parallel of 51 dog. 
40 mil). North latitude Rnd hotTreea. the 



181at and 133d degrees of We^ii ioiif^itndo 
(meridian of Qreonvriob] ; the said line 
shall nscend to the Nortli along tho chan- 
nel called tho Portland Chnnncd as far ns 
tlie point of the eoiUinent where it strikes 
tho fjGth degree of Nnrtli hititnde; l''K()M 
THIS LAST MENTIONED POIN'J' 
THE LINE OF DEMARCATION

Tho Treaty of 1825 further provides 
that "wherever the summit of tho moun- 
tains which extend in a direction paral- 
lel to the coast from tho 55th degree of 

latitude to the point of iiitorsectioii of 
t!;o l-tlnt degree of West longitude shall 
prove to bo at the distiuico of inoro than 
tea marine loasues from tho Ouean 
the limit between the Britiah pos 
sessions and the line of coast 
which is to belong to Bussia as above- 
mentioned shall be f oun.l by a line par- 
allel to tho windings of tho coast and 
which shall never oxcood tho distance of 
ten iiiiirino leiij^'iies tncrttfroin." 

It is this lust i)rovi8ion, doubtless, 
wliich has led to the poindnr error of re- 
garding tho bolt as being of a width of 
thirty miles absolutely; whereas it is just 
as much narrower as the summit of the 
laountain rango upnroaclio.i nearer to tho 
oociui. Now. we have cxcellont authoritv 
for stating that Til E S UMMIT OF THE 
KANOF OF MOUNTAINS RUNNINO 
FAUALLEL TO THE COAST IS CUT 
BY THE STICKEEN AT A DISTANCIO 
OF FIFTEEN MILES FllOM Till: 
OCEAN. The full importance of this 
annouucoraont «vill bo understood when 
we state that tlio Stickeen is navigable 
for ocean-going steainors oflight draught 
toil point aljovo where it would thus op 
pear that tho true boundary crosses the 
river! If these things be so. and. wo Im- 
lievo there is not the slightest doubt on 
that point, tho settlement of tho boun- 
dary is obviously tho jiractical solution 
of tho chief diflicnlty. Surely that settle- 
inout cannot take pjiico too soon.

Our British Columbia exchanges

So tar as we liavo been 
able lo understand tho matter, it arose 
primiarly out of the antipathy be- 
tween tho High and Low Church 
parties, to which the Bishop and tho 
Doan severally belong. The lirst pre- 
monition of tue linal dispute wa have 
been able to trace occurred in connec- 
tion with n proposed visitation of the 
liishop, although it would also appear 
th.-it tho Doan had in-'wv to that period 
t;akeii excei>lion, from tho pulpit and 
in proseiicn of tho congregation, to 
.some Ritualistic practices introduced 
into the church by an appointee of the 
Bishop. On the occasion of tho vis- 
itation, however, tho managers of the 
cUu4'oh appear to have refused to meet 
the Uisho]!, as is tho (lustoin, and the 
Dean, apparently symnathisiug very 
very deeply with his dock, refused to 
comply, or at any rate did not compl}', 
with a ])eremptory demand from his 
ecclesiastical flU])enor to present him- 
self in tile usual manner aii(l give to 
His riordsl:ip!;m aooonnt of the church 
property ia (ho keeping of the Church 
Wardens. Tho Bishop aocordinglv 
took proceedings in Qvdey to have the 
refractory Dea^( tried for contumacy, 
an4 it appears not only constituted ft 
court of his friends, but Bftt upon tlio 
ht-iich ivs judge of hiM own case in ml- 
diljoii to .giviuj,' evidence against his 
adversiiry. "Whether a court ihu.s form- 
ed was constitutional or not seems to 
bo a disputed point, but it is cjuite aji- 
piiruiil that it was not a very fair ouo 
at any rale. This view of the Oft^ewas 
taken by ono «[ the Victoria ncws- 
pajiors M'htch inveighed loudly and 
HOihowhat bitterly against the injustice 
which was being done to tho people's 
cftuae and its representative, Dean 
Cridge. On tho other hand, the 
Bishop found a frien.d in ike shape of 
the second newspaper — the 'Standard' 
which stoutly maintained thai he had 
not exceeded his authority, that the 
court waa.perfeotly legal, and that the 
prosecution— or persecution— was rioh- 
ly deserved by tho Dean. Not having 
been able to ascertain tho exact nature 
of tho offence — although from all wo 
have read of the Qvidcjijo it appears, 
if an oltouce at all, to have been a verv' 
trivial one — we cannot pretend to.pri- 
uounco upon tho merits of tho contro- 
versy, but it does seem that the ac- 
tion of the Bishop has been ill con.sider 
ed and arbitrary, and not calc\dat(-r| 
to promote that j;eacc and good wiil in 
tho Church which it should be his es- 
pecial care tQ cherish and maintain. 
Of coursG his pavtizan tribunal foun.l 
a verdict of gniity upon each of the 
nuiueious charges against the subordi- 
nate clergyium, at whicli wo should 
have fancied His Lordship would have 
bccii content to utup short. Not so, 
however^ for l^e prJ,Qpetl$d, immediate- 
ly after judgment vviis delivered , to in- 
terdict t lie IJcfui from preaching and to 
revDke Lis license. This action he 
|)r()po^;L-d to follow nj) Ijy aijijiMriiiLr in 
t lii- Dc-au's chinch on the sui'oi'cding 
Sunday to preach, appointing another 
clerical gentleman to assist him, and 
warning Mr. Cridge at his peril not to 
attempt to conduct tho services as 
usual. ,lt the jieriod when our ox- 
changes were despatched from Yic- 
tori.i, that exciting Sunday had not 
arrived, and therefore the result can- 
not 1)0 iiere slated. But appearances 
baile fair for a scene, as the Chureb- 
w,.rilcus had taken every precaution 
iij^ai list the church buin;;' t'd;en poss- 
ession (.d, even to providing tho doora 
wilh new looks, and they declared 
lhoni^<dvea resolved that if Dean 
C'ridgc! did not preach upon that oc- 
ra-iio:i , nvithei. should B. shop lidls, 
oranvboiiy else. As w(! iiave already 
s,ud. \M' liavo not the means of exact- 
ly arriving at the facts of the case, but 
even had Mr. Cridge been, guilty aa 
allege l,tko relentlessness with which 
he was pursued by a superior who liad 
him entirely in his iiaiuis, tlio parti- 
zaii i haraider of tlie tribiiual -which 
] col id noted the trial, the severity of the 
KOnLenco, and the indignation of the 
oougregation afifected — all point to the 
conclusion that a more nioderateconrse 
on tho part of the Bislmp would l;u\<. 
l.i'{-u tlio better in the interest of ail 
coiie-'riied. 'I he verdict once obtaiii- 
i.'d, a gentle reproof would have b(>en 
suhieiont punialimeiit, even had the 
oil'enca been of a more aggravated 
(diariicter than we should suppose it 
lo have been, k'rom tho tone of the 
Dt an .and tho ji:.'ws]iaper which ])ub- 
lii ly advo<'ates his cause, it is not iiu- 
jiroljalde that there may lie some work 
for 13isho]),; ( 'luniiiiu.-: and Cliiuieycven 
in the I'ueill: Province of Canada.

"Sir " said 
tho great general, looking at tho ofEcor 
witli Hashing eyes, "tiie man who cannot 
eat taiiSHgua need never expect promo- 
tion froia mo."
